The 'fiege of Gibraltar will alfo be carried on with great 
vigour, as foot'as the feafon will permit ; for which purpofe 
fix battalions of freth troops, viz. three of the Walloon guards, 
and three of the Spanifh guards,are arrived in the camp of St 
Roch with a confiderable fupply ofammunition and provifions. 

Naples, March 10. The Kiog has eftablithed a new A- 
cademy of Sciences and Belles lettres in this capital, and has 
appointed the Prince of Fraca Villa, Lord High Steward of 
his Majefty’s Houfehold, to be Prefident, and the Cheva- 
lier Macedonia, Intendant of Portici, to be Vice Prelident. 

Paris, March 12. On the fame day that the edi& for 
the propagation of the two twenties.was regiftered in parlia- 
ment, an arret was made in that aflembly, for the purpofe 
of making fome reprefentations to the King concerning that 
law.—In confequence of this, the Chief Prefident, and two 
Prefidents of the court, repaired to Verfailles on the 4th intl. 
which was the day appointed by the King for their recep- 
tion.—About uoon they were admitted to an audience, ‘and 
finding the King farrounded by his Minifters, the firft Pre- 
fident fpoke as follows : et s 

« Sire, Your Parliament, by regiftering with an unani- 
mous voice the edié& which you have been pleafed to addrefs 
them, have yielded’ to the zeal with which they are avima- 
ted for the fuccefs and glory of your arms, and to the ref- 

e& and fubmiffion with which they are filled for your fac- 
red perfon. k 

«© Your Parliament, led by the moft entire confidence in 
your juitice and goodnefs, of which you have given fuch am- 
ple proofs, find themfelves incapable of making any obferva- 
tions upon the multiplicity, the nature, the duration, or 
the form of eollecting thofe taxes, the prorogation of which 
has been decreed. 

“ The fidelity which the Parliament owes to your Majef- 
ty, makes it neceflary that they fhould humbly cepielent 
how extremely juft and worthy of your Majeity’s dignity it 
is to animate and fupport,the efforts of your people. 

‘¢ Doubtlefs it is owing to unaveidable sircumi{tances, 
fuch as fidelity in the execution of old and new engagements, 
and exactnefe in the difclarge of ftate debtsg which have pre- 
vented your: Majefty from complying with the inclination 
which you announced’ on your very firft acceffion to the 
crown, to alleviate the weight of impofitions, and have com- 
pelled yor to fufpend the exercife of your benevolence, 

« But at Jeaft, Sire, it will be incumbent on the juttice 
of your Majeity to'foften, at this moment, the mode of gol- 
leting: the twentieths, and not to fuffer the proprietors, un- 
der the pretext of eltablifhing better regulations, to be ex- 
pofed to reiterated fcrutinics, entirely incompatible with their 

ace. 
we It is equally required of your jultice to abridge the dr- 
ration of this impofition, and to put it on fuch a footing 
that it thall be’ regarded only as an extraordinary faccour, 
and not-to be demanded but under fuch exigencies as render 
it indifpenfible, 

‘© (Economy, Sire, is 2 rich and inexhauftible fund, the 
prolific refources of which may be produttive of the means 
of fhortening the period of taxes. ; 

“¢ It is by ceconomy alone that you can eftablith that ex- 
cellent proportion between expences and refources, in which 
coafiits the grand foundation of every prudent adminiftration. 

** It is by ceconomy alone, under the influence of which 
en Majefty has fo happily defigned your plans,. that, your 

ajefty can procure to yourfelf the folid fatisfaGion, of fee- 
2g your kingdom flourifhing; and, what will touch your 





Majelty’s) paternal feelings ftill more fottibly, it is the only 
means by which you can fee them happy.” 

The King returned-the following reply to this addrefs : 

“* It is with great fatisfaction that I obferve the zeal of 
my Parliaments, and the confidence that they repofe ia thofe 
meafures which I have adopted for avoiding, as much as in 
me lies, any augmentation of the charyes of my people, I 
rely upon their fubmiffion,.and upon their fidelity—they 
may fafely rely upon my proteétion.

The Proferpine alfo brings information that upon Gene- 
ral Vaughan’s arrival, with Carey’s regiment, in the Lee- 
ward Iflands, an expedition was planning there, and to be 
executed in thofe iflands ; as a part of Sr Henry Clinton’s 
army had been driven thither, Beneral Vaughan had refol- 
ved to make ufe of them in that expedition,

« The States of Holland have adjourned their Affembly 
to the 29th of ‘this month ; and all we can learn they have | 
done in their laft fitting is, the regulation of the taxes for 
thé current year, which had been retarded by the refufal. of 
the city of Amiterdam to give its.confent. A regulation 
has alfo been made ‘elative to the quotas of the different 
provinces, "towards fitting out of the 52 fhips of war in que- 
ition ; and laftly, the States havétaken a pre-advice relative 
to the fugcours reclaimed by Great Britain, which, we are 
informed, is worded in very moderate.terms, and contains a 
refufal. We do hot abfolutely know what reafons are alled- 
ged for the non-compliance in queftion ; but, it is faid, that 
among the reft, the Republic pleads the not having it in her

By the Dutch mail which arrived on Monday evening, 
difpatches were faid to be received, that a fhip had arrived 
at Amfterdam from St Euftatia, which reported, that in- 
telligence had been received there, while he was under fail- 


‘ca; that at the time of his failing, a thip had arrived, which 
gave an account that the force mentioned as above had gone 

inft La Vera Cruz, which was taken, together with fe- 
veral veffels in the harbour. 

The condu& of the Dutch in the prefent war, is a further 
confirmation of their'ingratitude. They take ftores for 
France, under their proteétion ; they prohibit fupplies from 
being fent to Gibraltar. In the reign of Queen Elifabeth 
they addrefled the Englifh Crown in all humblenefs; they 
were then * the weak and diftreffed' States of Holland ;” 
and Eugland, by the foree of her arms, elevated them to 
the dignity of their * High Mightineffes.” Yet, in the very 
fucceeding reign, that of fames the Firft, they maffacred 
the Englifh at Amboyna, and attempted to feize upon, the 
Eaft-India fettlements. They have now broken through 
treaties, bus if they do not give immediate fatisfaGtion, it is 
hoped they will receive immediate chaftifement. 

t is reported, that an embargo will be laid on all Dutch 
fhips and. veflels which remain in the river ‘or in any of the 
Englith porte, in cafe the Court of Hollend takes no notice 
of the memorial which Sir Jofeph York delivered in to them.
